their usual state. Thus, it waa aaid, they 
nuild lie Hohjetird to operations, which in 
theirordinary it ate would beatteuded by the 
newest pain, without being even cdflat in tit 
during the romaloiii* state jndticpd by the 
ineaiiir riser, that any thing whatever vtas 
lieing done to them; a loolh might he 
rilr-acled. or a linib amjuiiaied. we were 
tnld, the pslient knowing nothing of it, 
it mi I he a nuke, aud diacovrird by hii 
ordinary aenaationi, the extent to which 
h<- had been diuunishrd, It was aaid also, 
lhat dnring'the traiii-elhe pWiPM frequently 
di.jilayed in a hurh degree a kind uf new- 
faculiy, tu whjrh the iniliatrd have giien 
the name of clairvuyanc*. By the aid 
of Ihis new power he could, with hia evea 
shut, euiuine Ibe interior of himirif ur 
uf ulhrra, bringing ihe ojieraliori of" ter - 
ing through a man," (which theretofore 
had been a kind of figurative eapres- 
gion), to a literal deicnplton of a 
physical fact | seeing through hrick 
walls, nnd cedar panHlings, were- 
not at all uncoiiimuu exrr/ci>« of 
mesmeric tiaion. flow all this came 
nbunt of course no one could explain. If 
il could have been accounted for like any 
former portion uf human experience w« 
ahuii Id never have hadlhe linr return now 
open to us, within which the mind rriray 
expatiate lo a boundleii extent. 

Of all these thing! we had fully mad 
in London journals, aa well aa of Dr. 
Fi.UnTT«ux'i fully expressed confidence in 
the fundamental power of me<iacriim,and 
of Mr. Waxlzy'i ridicule of euh lad all 
of the meameric wondert ; but we had 
never known or heard of neatntriim io 
Australia until Mr. Ct ^NiNon.^M'a recent 
eijieriinenla, one before a aelect party of 
the phiiusnphically cunoua, at the Sydney 
Hospital, and aauther in a private home. 

The aubject of the first waa a man. 
The man waa placed by the operator is a 
retiming position, who forthwith began 
•turing at his patient and paw mg the air 
befuie hi* fare in the orthodox fiehiun, 
until in about half an hour the latter fell 
inio a aotind sleap, With the object uf 
>ho« ing thai this sleep ua. not simulated, 
pint were thrust into the man, wilh 
philosophical indifference, by the apec- 
tators. the patient showing no more dis- 
turbance nt the insertion than if 
he hid been an ordinary pinruihion, So 
far, fitun the facts Ihrinselves. and from 
the impressions which were, we are in- 
formed, produced upon the majority of 
the beholden, we are satisfied there was 
no cullusioti or deception uf any kind. 
Rut the attempt at showing a apcciiurn of 
the clairvoyant power was much Iris 
satisfactory. The mail waa asked by the 
operator what he, the patient, had inaide 
him , lo which the answer waa, " a bit of 
bread;' which, seeing lhat the patient 
hid hud hii breakfast, was a stalernenl 
which hardly required a reference to 
clairvoyance to enable him 10 ntkke. He 
was then aaked if he had anything etae in 
him, and he answered " some water." 
During the short dialogue he was ke|it in 
Ihe couiatoae state lo which he had been 
wrought by the " so potent art" of the 
operator, who, when he had done as much 
with his patient as he could, undid him, 
ur de-nie.merised htm at it is called, and 
the pulient resumed his ordinary autr, 
manifesting much surprise upon tu,: 
awaking. The experiment on the boy 
did not, as it appeared at the time, 
•ucceed quite so well. He waa put 
merely into a kind uf semi-sleep, 
his eyes being closed beyond the power of 
opening them, although he retained hia 
conatiouineaa so aa to answer questions 
directly put lo him hy Mi. C- m '.oikmi. 
The boy previously suffered under attacks 
of an epileptic character, and fdr aoine 
time after the experiment this affection 
showed itself tn him in a much wilder 
form. 

The reader will probably recollect the 
account, copied into the Hfraltl. of the 
great benefit said to hate been conferred 
un the health of the well-known Miss 
MaariKc.i.in Kngland, aa acknowledged 
by herself. We confess that this account 
cori-iJirahly diminished the contempt with 
which, down to the time of reading it, we 
were disposed to feel towards mesmerism, 
ami its ful Inn-era. The maacn line charac- 
ter of that lady's IntWIerl, with which 
most of our readers will he familiar, 
through the medium of her works, would 
certainly nni present h*r tu any one, aaa 
very likely subject for deception or im- 
posture Htich cases, so respectably re- 
cord tit, open up altogether a new 
province of enquiry to the medical 
profession, of which, no doutit. many 
of lis meuilieia will erigerly avail i 
t hetiisrjvrs, The iubjerrt is evnle'nlly one 
deserving th* must profound and careful' 



examination, and that by means of aa 

utimerniis n cnllrctiun of experiments— 
i.r, an Lord (Ucon nays, "as large nu 
induitioti of instances '— as ran lie ml 
letted. ludeeu, there never was an object 
uf enquiry, the investigation of which by 
any other than the inductive method 
would prove more completely abortive 
I ban the present one. In no other wnv 
than by eaperiniciilaii.iiig upon every 
variety of human curittilulion, ran thr 
number ur nature of the benelit. that may 
be derivable front particular application, 
of the mesmeric principle be satisfactorily 
ascertained > and il is not heennse quacks 
or ijupustori. may have involved this sub* 
ject (as many other* have, by the same 
means, been before involved) in ridicule 
or diacredit, that the subject uf mesmerism 
should not be « ritmsly and philosophic- 
ally considered. 

Tht alleged power of clairvoyance, in 
mesmeric patients may he all a delusion 
in some, or ail attempt at imposition by 
others. Would it were not ao : would 
lhat all the rarest wonders of mrsinerism 
were made so practicable as to hecome of 
every dny application , that men might be 
made whi n asleep lo be Ihriruughly ube- 
dient to Ihe will of ih- iiirsineriser ; thai 
thry might be made to walk, lo sit, to 
turn their heads, In regulate their motions 
and ihuughts in accordance with those of 
the enchanter by whom their faculties 
wrrr enthralled. There would then lie 
much, anil well grounded hope fur the 
squatters. One of the first experiment* 
we should then suggest, would be un Ilia 
KxttLUiM v ; the Council being Ihe ines- 
rueriser. We would get him into the 
coin at i isr stain under the legislative passes, 
as speedily as posiihle, and watch w ith 
breathless interest for the eaciling mu- 
menl, when the patient's thoughts and 
motions, would become: subdued eeen to 
the very quality of those uf hia operator!, 
touching the land regulations , and such 
would he our desire for the full success of 
the experiment, lhat we honrslly believe 
that all the respect wr entertain for thr 
vice-regal person, would not deter us from 
employing thr pins, if we were advised 
that they would at all tend to the more 
rapid exhibition of the desirrd demon- 
stration.
